Foreign Policy, Tax Cut 
To Be Big Issues in '64

IiAI^T W££K we examined the front- 
ruil&ing candidates for the Presidency, dia- 
cutfied their probable campaign strategies 
and predicted the ultimate outcome of the 
1964 election. This week we'll stick cmr 
neck out a Uttle further and predict the ma- 
jor campaign Issues. 

As we see it. the two principal ones wW 
be foreign policy and the tax cut, 

IN FOUlillON FOUC¥, the Democrats 
will claim marked progress in United States 
stature in the world community. They will 
stress the partial nuclear test ban treaty 
and push foreign aid. which is already shap- 
ing up as a major issue. 

The Republicans will insist the U.S. has 
lost ground during the Kennedy reign. 
They will cite Ouba» Berlin and-Lm as ex- 
amples. 

WHICH PABTT uses Viet Nam will de- 
pend Qn actions taken by the new military 
regime, but you can rest assured that one 
side or th9 other will exploit the situation. 

The Democrats will use the Kennedy tax 
cut proposal to the fullest possible advan- 
tage. (There will, by the way, be no tax 
cut measure passed by the 88th Congress. 
The bill is tied up in Virginia Sen, Harry 
Byrd's Senate Finance Conunittee. It will 
still be tlieie when Copfrfis aijoitm* Dec. 
20.) 

tHE BlIfUBLICABS Will oppose a tax 

cut next year, especially if Go Id water gets 
the GOP bid. How strong a stand the party 
takes on this issue will depend on the 
status of the U.S. economy next fall. 

Contrary to popular belief, civil rights 
wlU not be a major issue. This is a po- 
litical bosBbshelli as the Nmt Frontier now 
knows ^11 too well, ani^ naost politicians 
wild deem it just toe HeA to l|aa^. 

nSBB WHiL we no civil rights bill 
passed this season. The bill will be tied up 
in House committees until December, and 
will face a filibuster if It ever reaches the 
Senate. 

The major push for civil rights is now 
gone. EJven the President would probably 
jusi as soon see the bill die. 

CITIL BIGHTS will affect voting, and 
both parties will write lofty provisions into 



their convention platforms, but it will be 
a real issue in only a few states. 

One thing to watch for: a well-timed 
Kennedy coup shortly before the election. 
This will resiemble the Cuban blockade, 
hatched Just In tine tor tb# IMS ^eetiea.

McCain's statements were 
made at the statehouse in To- 
peka, where the Board of Re- 
gents sought reconsideration of 
a cut in its requested |72,406,- 
018 budget to operate S:1»te col- 
leges and tmirersltles during the 
MKt tlseal year. 

State Budget Director James 
B Ibb had deleted |2, 985,460 
from the original request and 
regents were seeking restoration 
of part of that sum. 

VHB HBABlIfO was attended 
by Bibb and Gov. John Ander- 
son, who will use Bibb's final 
recommendations In. preparing 
a budget to the LMgiilatiire in 
January. 

Henry Bubb, chairman of the 
Board of Regents, told those at

English Proficiency System 
Best Evaluation of Writing 



And Awa^r We Go

TO HOME STUDENTS, particularly juniors, the 
English Proficiency exam is a waste of time and 
IBM cards. However, this method of testing has 
been more satisfactory than previous systems used 
to measure ability in written oiommttnlcatldii. 

In tSim early 40^ freslimen who displayed low 
proficient^ in Bngllsh took a remedial ootnrse as a 
9r«nefui8lte to fingltsh Composition t. This plan 
proved unfeasible for various reasons, the most 
Important being that the student fell behind in his 
required subjects for the first semester. 

ANOTHER METHOD which met with little suc- 
cess was tlie combination of a remedial course with 
freshman English, which also burdened the stu- 
dent's class schedule. 

The basic prablefas Hien stunned from innde- 
qtiate preparation tn high school courses. Students 
were unable tQ write wtthdut a solid background 
of grammar and lbs .mechanics tfC writing.

Proficiency exam was put into effect in 1942, but 
then it was restricted to students in the Arts and 
Sciences curriculum. After four years it became 
a requirement for degree candidates in all depart- 
ments. 

In addition, students entering graduate school 
are required to take an objective test demonetrat- 
Ing their skill in the mechanics of EInglish. If they 
do not pass this exam, they must take an essay 
test similar to .tlie Epglish Proficiency required 
for juniors. 

NOW THE QUESTION is whether the test ade- 
quately and correctly measures one's skill In com- 
municating an idea. Certainly an effort has been 
made to present a wide range of topics for the 
exam. 

The test is not an English department project, 
but rather the work of a special University com- 
mittee consisting ot representatives from each col- 
lege. The topics are suggested by heads of all col- 
leges, while gTAding is done through the combined 
efforts of various faculty members/ appointed by 
the deans. 

A PAPEB is Judged by two different Instructors, 
according to Dr. Manr^ Frances White,, head of Eng- 
lish Proficiency. If the grades do not correspond, 
the paper is evaluated a third time by another fac- 
ulty member. Special consideration is given to for- 
eign students, who need only one satisfactory rat- 
ing out of three to pass the exam. 

It the proficiency test is a valid indication of 
writing «a>tlity, what provisions aro made for the 
person wib r^pil|l|| a fafllng grade? For this in- 
dividual, a satisfactory grade requires some /Orm 
of additional preparation. WipiH^ rffeaUtig tte t«it 
is not the answer. " 

MANY STUDENTS do not need an entire semes-'^ 
ter or more of remedial drill in the basic tenents of 
grammar. Instead they need practice in the or- 
ganisation of ideas and a more thorough knowl- 
edge of sentence structure. 

ft is evident now,^ however, that incoming fresh*- 
men are better prepared than the hi^ school 
graduates of 20 years ago, Miss White stated. 
Knowledge of grammar and the mechanics of writ* 
ing is not the serious problem it was then. 

VOLUNTABY action to improve writing skill 
is the solution for many students, as evidenced by 
the success of the English department's writing 
laboratoiy^ 

Under the direction of Mrs. Esther Oleen, as- 
idstant professor of English, students receive itm 
dividual attention in tw^ve two-hour sessioiA^ 
The lalioratory was designed to assist all levislS 
ranging from failing freshmen to Ph.D. candidates 
who wish to improve their writing. 

INCLUDED among the nearly 200 enrolled this 
semester are juniors who used these classes to pre« 
^are for the English Proficiency exam.

Debt Ceiling Up Agofn? 

WASHINGTON — The Senate 
Finance Committee was expected 

to vote approval today of House- 
passed legislation to raise the 
legal limit of tbe national debt 
from 9S09 bUUon to |S1S bil- 
lion. 

But committee chatrmaa Har- 
ry Byrd, D-Va., said he would 
vote against the Treasury De- 
partroeat-reqneBted iMaaiira. "I 

was against it before, aaA I'm 
against it now," he said. 

Budget Director Kermtt Gor- 
don told the committee Tuesday 
that even tbe requested |S16 
billion might be too low. Under 
the bill the higher celling would 
become effective Nov. 20. If it 
la not enacted by that date pres- 
ent law requires that the debt 
limit drop to its permanent level 
Of 9|SS billion. 

This could place the Treasury 
Department in an embarrassing 
position because, as of one week 
ago, its daily statement showed 
a debt balance of about $307 
bUllon. It Is nallkely that the 
government's money managers 
could shave |22 billion off that 
figure in two weeks time. 

The current request to raise 
the temporary ceiling on the 
debt limit is the third from the 
administration since last May. 
Bven at that. Treasury Secretary 
Douglas Dillon said it would be 
barely enough for the govern- 
ment to get through the re* 
raateto of the (laeal jtmp.

THE QUBSTIOK of atl^ette holidays and ex- 
ettsed attendance has arisen in connection with the 
proposed trip to SUllwattr for the K-State-^kU- 
homa State football game Saturday. The Colle- 
ftiaii's WedBoiday 9tory lit this mailer ibiay. have 

ereated certain mlslmpreseions concerning Uni- 
versity attitudes and policy in these matters. The 
pur pose of til is letter is to provide a statement of 
present policy for those concerned. 

(A) ATHLETir HOLIDAYS. Until several years 
a^o the Studeut Council was authorized to recom- 
mend to the president of the University that the 
student body be granted two special holidays not 
s<Aeduied in the University calendar. This recom- 
mendation was to be presented to the lureeldent 
foui' days jirioi- to tlie planned holiday, except that 
i!i the event of a Saturday win, the following Mon- 
day miglit be declared a holiday.

Therefore, no absence is excused in the 
usual sense of the vnird. In the event that a student 
win be absent because of participation in a Univer- 
sity-sponsored event, notice of this Is provided to 
the instructor, so that the student's lUtoence is ex- 
plained. 

In the case of illness, such report is provided 
the iustructor l>y the Student Health service. The 
University expects the instructor to keep records 
of student attendance. It requires the inetruct<Mr to 
report absences to the approptiate dean at such 
time as the instructor rei^rds these to be ex- 
cessive. The dean then fti^es such action as he 
deems appropriate.

group based in South Viet Nam. 

In neighboring Thailand, For^ 
elgn Minister Thanat Khoman 
liald that "as a fellow Awian I 
am shocked" at Sihanouk's de- 
cision to reject the aid. He said 
the jtrlnce Is playing into the 
hands of the Sovi<'t t^in«)n and 
Communist China, and may be 
risking the fate of "another 
person in Southeast Asia who 
was overthrown recently" for 
carrying out policies opposed by 
his people— a reference to South 
Vietnamese I'resident Ngo Binh 
Diem. 

Communist China pledged its

AN .'\IR and sea search was 
launched immediately after the 
plane disappeared from land- 
based radar scopes at 9:32 a.m. 
CST yesterday. Bight minutes 
later, a piloi reported an oil 
stick in the Gulf about 4t Bitlea 
northwest of Key West.

SAC beadquartera in Omaha, 
Neb., announced the crash.

1,300 Troops To Return 

BONOLUTjU — Approximately 
1,300 American troops now serv- 
ing la South Viet Nam will be 
returned home within the next 



two months, according to top- 
level foreign policy piMraers faff^ 
the United States. 

The announcement was made 
yesterday at the close of a secret 
one-day meeting of high-ranking 
U.S. rttfltary and civilian leaMrs 
at the Pearl Harbor headquar- 
ters of Adm. Harry Felt, U.S. 
eommander In chief. Paelfle. 

The planners, led by Secre* 
tary of State Dean Rusk and 
Defenae Seeretary Robert Me- 
Namara, issued a brief formal 
statement at the close of the 
meeting — which apparently was 
devoted entirely to the future 
poeltlon of the United States in 
South Viet Nam. 

THE STATEMKNT, given to 
newsmen by MeNamara's public 
affairs officer, Arthur Sylvester, 
said that n contingent of 300 
U.S. troops would leave South 
Viet Nam Dec. 3. and an addi- 
tional would leave near the 
end of the year. 

Officials said there are al 
preaent 19,600 17.8. trooim aa- 
slstlng and training the Vietna- 
mese.

number of credita in math that a 
student received In high school 
was not predicated regarding 
dropouts, but that the number 
of credits In chemistry and

Although students who come 
from small high nchools snem- 
lagly have a lesser chance for 
persisting than graduates of a 
lafKf' Nchool, there was little 
difference in the two persist- 
ence rates. 

"BY DIHORIMIN.^TI': analysis 
we have been able to predict 
with a greater accuracy the stu- 
dents who win persist in school 
than those who will drop out," 
L<Toy Stone, assistant profoHyor 
at the counseling center, said.

"Colleges as a whole need to 
do more to keep students motk 
vated," Danskin said. 

SBVMItAL colleges are coping 
" with the problem. The Univer- 
sity of Miami and the Stete Uni- 
versity of lowm have sehools es- 
pecially designed for drop-outs. 

According to the "Rotarian" 
article, the Miami school, known 
as Guided Studies, takes flunk- 
ing students and submits them 
to a rigid academic schedule. 
Each student must report to a 
counsellor weekly and discuss 
his problems. Most of the 
Guided Studies students have 
become top students because of 
the special attention they re- 
ceive in the school. 

"This type of school to doing 
good work, but only the student 
with financial resources can 
take advantage of such a pro- 
gram," Danskin said. "To be 
really effective, a program of 
this nature should be available 
for all drop-oiits." ho added.

IF YOU LIVE IN WESTERN KANSAS and are going 
home for Thanksgiving, you may find good quail shooting 
there. Pheasant hunters report more quail than they have 
seen there in years. Coveys are spotted, however, and 
land owners are more IncUned to protect their quail in the 
western part of the state. 

If you're after pheasant, remember that after Sunday, 
Nov. 24, pheasant hunting is permitted only in the west- 
ern zone.

Chuong resigned his diplo- 
matic poet Aug. St in proteat 
against the policies of the Diem 
regime toward the Buddhists.

Nhu, who 
was a strong supporter ot her 
brother-in-law. President Diem. 

THE DIBM regime was over- 
thrown Nov. 1 by a military 
uprising and Mme.

Implications of President 

Kennedy's assassination and 
their possible effects on public 
opinion were debated In the 
Union Little Theatre yesterday 
by Four O'clock Forum panel- 
ists. 

Though they agreed that a 
sound evaluation of the tragedy 
wonld come only with time, the 
panel memlwrs expressed a eom< 
mon belief that Amerteans were 
jnndergoing a new proeess ot 
selt-appraisal. 

"A FEW GOOD things eonld 
resmlt from the tragedy," said 
Paul Dugas, instructor of speech. 

"For one thing, it exposed 
the phoniness of the political 
propaganda about our lack of 
prestige abroad. Reactions fol- 
lowing the death proved that 
there was great respect In other 
nations for the President." 

His opinion waa echoed by 
George Hardbeek, ■ sseel s tt pro- 
of oeMomles aad soci- 



"Thls may cause us to re-ex- 
amine our attitude toward ex- 
treme groups, either right or 
left, ' said Hardbeck. "The 
American voter may now have 
some doubt about supporting 
those who have made themselves 
the law." 

JOSEPH RAJDA« asaociate 
professor of political science, 
said the whole world was loolt- 
lag to the U.S. as an example 
— and finding only more eonfn- 
sion. 

It Is this picture of tbe U.S..

America Must Not Scmctioh 
Murder of Alleged Assassin 



WW fHAT THE WORLD has recovered 

from the Initial shock created by the un- 
timely and tragic death of John Fitzgerald 
Kennedy, it is appropriate to examine the 
iiicideats o( the past two weeks and at- 
tempt to Interprat ttitir meaai^g. 

The aMassination of a prasMeat la al- 
ways a tragedy; M It cannot and tbonUt 
not be viewed as an ImpOMitiiUty or ^ven 
an improbability. 

lUBTHERMOKE, presidents In recent 
years have insisted upon riding in open 
ears, despite Secret Service objections and 
warnings. 

Wbat is the signi^eanci of tlie snbaa- 
quent murder af Laa Harvey Oswald, al- 
leged assailbin of President Kennedy?. 

THE IIALLA8 police cannot be forgiven 
for allowing an outsider to reach Oswald 
while he was in custody. Their action, or 
lack of it, is inexcusable. 

The American press must also share the 
blame for Oswald's death, for it was the 
press that insisted police transfer Oswald 
to the county jail during the daylight hours 
so ttic photographers could get better plc- 
tureB. 

Tlie most dismal fact which emerges 
from til is incident, however, is that many 
^marioans apparently sanctioned the mur- 
der of Oswald. Tlt^ viewed it as a sort of 
providential JusUoe. 

OSWALD never confessed to tfie murder 
of tlie PrcBident, and there apparently were 
no eyewitnesses. AltlH>uKh police now say 
they are certain tliat Oswald was flic killer, 
the evidence against him was and still is 
only circumstantial. 

Bven if he had confessed, our society 
supposedly would still have guaranteed 
Oswald a fair trial. He would have hi£d his 
day in court. 

THE VIOLENT shooting of Oswald can- 
not be jvifitified by citing his background 
or his alleged actions. The American 
theory of law and order does not permit 
this 1^1^ of "justice/' 



This theory faces a crucial test in the 
forthcoming trial of Jack Ruby, who is ac- 
cused of shooting Oswald before a nation- 
wide television audience. ' If Ruby is found 
guilty he must be treated as a murderer 
and not as a martyr. There can be no dou- 
ble standard. 

THE BAUUITO of two standai^ would 
indicate a fundamental rejection of our 
legal principleai and oouldi signal a return 
to vigilante eama|lttaa9 aat tyncb^ngs.— ^

WASHINGTON UPI— When I recently learned 
that gambling casinos in Puerto Rico are under the 
jurisdiction of the Economic Development Admin- 
istration, I thought I had encountered the quin- 
tessence of bureaucratic nomenclature. 

Nothing, I figured, could be niore appropriate 
than to. define the game of roulette, not to men- 
tion black|ack and craps, aa a form of eooi^omic 
development. 

I ]VOW FIND, however, that in awarding this 
laurel to the government of Puerto Rico I was un- 
derestimating the Ingenuity of our > bureaucrats 
back here on the mainland. 

In a couple df weeks, a beautiful new ski resort 
will go into oporaUon in Blue Knob Mountain 
near IkKlford, Pa., and this facility, I must ad- 
miringly repoi't, was financed in large measure by 
the Area Redevelopment Administration. 

TO MV MIND, ski resorts are eVen more com- 
patible with econoinic development, particularly 
area redevelopment, than casinos. 

There are some persons, I'll concede, who may 
have trouble seeing the connection. For instance, 
certain congressmen became disturbed a few weeks 
ago when they heard that money for the ski lift 
was being provided by the Rural Electrification 
Administration.

controversy other than to point out that a ski lift 
can't operate without electricity and that Blue 
Knob is unquestionably rural. 

It is not the $110,000 REA loan that fascinates 
me. It is the |222,165 area redevelopment loan. 

FIBST OF ALL, Blue Knob is In the center of an 
area that haa been hard hit economically by a 
slump in coal and railroad employment. Secondly, 
it is the purpose of the Area Redevelopment Ad- 
min istiation to help such communities improve 
themselves. 

THIRDLY, nothing that I can think of is mora 
lihely to stimulate the economy tlian a new ski 
resort. The sale of leg splints alone should be 

enough to start the timber business booming. 

1 HE TLAfSTER of parls industry will get a shot 
in tlie arm from tlie increased demand for arm 
casts, and the potentialities for the ankle bandage 
market are positively staggering. 

These are only a few of the ways that a ski re- 
sort can enrich a community. They by no means 
represent all of the bones a skier can break. 

AS THE WIM'KH progresses, construction 
workers will be needed to build a new hospital, 
ambulance drivers will find steady employment 
and accident insurance companies will be hiring 
more investigators. 

In short, lUl an area needs to get back on its 
faal la a place iof skiers to -lose their fooUng.

Everything in the household came to .a 
stop despite the preparations being made 
for a party the next day. My mother was 
in tears as we watched the funeral and 
listened to the programmes and speeches. 

At 11 p.m. the leadefs of the three parties 
spoke In torn; Home was Uke a Peter Sell- 
ers earlcature; Wilson was really superb, 
moYing «aid ataoere; Orlmond said prac- 



tically nothing. This isn't just my socialist 
bias — Conservatives said so, too, in tones of 
great surprise. 

HOMMf et al, went to Wesminster Ct« 
thedral that evening and everywhere there 
have been services — from the death until 
today. Huge crowds have gathered at the *^ 
U.S. embassy and the newspapers, rad^qA, 
and. television have carried little else. » 

The service today was transmitted here 
and it reduced me to tears. 

THE UNIVERSITY has been flying a 
flag at half-mast ever since that day and 
special prayers were said at St. Georges. 
There will probably be an emergency mo- 
tion beforo Student Council to rename the 
University House as "Kennedy House.'* 

At the student religious center here Fri- 
day there was a party when the news came 
through. The American students there 
seemed, as one person said, "as though 
they had lost a father, brother and husband 
all at once." 

tHEBE IS X.ITTLE more I can say-^ 
except to ask you .to convey, in whate^^ 
small way you can, to Americans the im- 
mense respect that Kennedy's civil rights 
struggle and social measures, no less than 
his work for peace, have commanded here. 
We all dread a return to the old cold war 
hypocrisy.

Bowling Mackines Work 15 Hour Day

When a bowler throws a 16- 
pound ball down a howling lane, 
work has just begun for "brain" 
machines in the Union.

Labels BeneficiaL to Society; 
Must fie Handled wiik Care 



WHEN POLITIC AL scieatisto and his- 
torians of the next century discuss our time, 
they may well decide to name this era the 
Agd of the Label. 

When we discuss an individual's political 
philosophy, for example, we don't note his 
views on Bpecifie iMmet. iBttead we call 
htm a Democrat, a RepubUcHn, a liberal, a 
conservative, a rigM-wlnger, a left-winger, 
a radical, an extremist, a fascist, a Com- 
munist, a socialist, or any of a score of 
other labels. ' • ' 

nii; DESCUIHK our acqiiiintaiie#':M 
scholars, tat^leotuKls, fdbis, le^dsiii^J^ 
lowtrs. Wecall tiiemOiMlntrMepfliideiits, 
dormieB. Wc label them as Protestants, 
Catholics, Jews, Buddhists, Hindus. 

It is not snrprisInK that we have devel- 
oped ii system of labels, for we are living 
in a highly complex society in which we 
can hope to gain an understanding of only 
a! small part. Those concepts and ideas 
which we do not have time to study must 
be labeled for the sake of convenience. 

THE REAL DANGER is not in the labels 
themselves, bnt in the significance whicrh 
we attath to tliem. To demonstrate how 
misleading—in fact, how absolutely mean- 
ingless — ^labels can be, we might consider 
t^e two labels of liberalism and conserva- 
tism. 

Originally the Western liberal tradition 
was steeped in the idea of individual free- 
dom. The liberals were the ones that 
fought long and hard for the decentraliza- 



This is why we must accept labels for 

what they really are: extremely gross over- 
simplifications. 

AH LOKG AH we keep this in mind, we 
are safe; as long as we recognise that 
labels are useful oulir in that th^ ei^edtte 
dis(^Biif6ii> we tBt9^fn$. $noi danc^* 

To forget this, however, is to think and 
talk in meaningless terms. To mistake la- 
bels for tangible, concrete definitiqpiJl^to 
undermine their uaefalnoBs. — ^

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LBJ Attends to Civil Rights, Security

WASHUfOTON — Prettdent 

Johnson, keeping up the mo- 
mentum of his drive for civil 
rights legislation, meets today 
with the Negro leader who 
sparked the mammoth Aug. 28 
"March on Washington." 

A. PhtUp Randolph, president 
ot the Brotherhood of Sleeping 
Car Porters (AFL-CIO). was 
scheduled to meet with the 
President to diseuM tlui drive 
for early enactment ot tli4 stalled 
civil rights bill. 

THE MpmxO was scheduled 

for X0;30 a.m. CST. 

At present the bill's most op- 
timistic backers look for House 
passage in January, with Senate 
action in the late sparing or sum- 
mer.

He said a fnll-pow^r, com-- 
mercial station is not the place 
for beginning students to get

"THE SOLUTION is a low- 
power, inexpensive station that 
students can operate under fac- 
ulty supervision and within 
classroom framework." Dugas

' K -State allotted $5 00' for con- 
Btruction of a transmitter on 
Dec. 1, 1948. Classroom broad- 
cast faciiitiet. in N^hois .Oym- 
naslnm had been available since 
1946. 

ON MARCH 21, 1949, KSDB 
began broadcasting six hours of 
regular programs five nights a 
iireek. Approximately 60. stu- 
dents participated. The station 
operated as a "wired wireless," 
broadcasting over electric power 
lines. 

The station was over-reaching 
Its area of coverase due to a 
technical freak in power lines, 
programs were then broadlcaai 
only to Van ZUe Hall in 19 BO. 

ARTHUR CAPPER, the late 
Kansas senator, donated an PM 
transmitter from WIBW. To- 
peka. 



KSnB-FM, a 10 watt. 88.1 
megacycles station, became a 
reality on April 2, 19 SI. 

On Dec. II, 1951, the station 
carried the longest FM remote 
broadcast recorded at that time. 
The K-State-U.C.L.A. basketball 
game was broadcast from Ber- 
keley, Calif., 1,800 miles away. 
Manhattan butaMsamen paid ex- 
penses. 

KSDB-FH JOINBD the K- 
State Sports Network in the fall 
of 1961 to receive football and 
basketball broadcasts. 

During the 1951 flood, KSDB- 
FM was the only area station 
operating on a emergency sched- 
ule untU city power was discon- 
tinued. 

THE YEARLY '*open boofle'* 
to acquaint K-State stndents and 
faculty with the radio station 
was initiated In April, 1951. 

KSDB-FM this semester broad- 
casts music, news, informative 
programs, K-State and local ath^ 
.letlc events and ceremonies from 
'6 to 10:15 p.m. Monday through 
Friday to the Manhattan area.

Chuong said that if Vietnam 
falls to the Communists, oth^ 
Southeast Asian nations such as 
Laos. Thailand, Malaysia and 
Indonesia will submit without a 
fight. "They will have to sail 
with "the edmmnntst wind." he 
said. 

"We must remember that tbe 
war in Vietnam is the only kind 
of war that really threatens the 
Free World and tbe United 
States," Chuong added. This 
kind of war, in which the Rna^ 
aians and the Chinese provide 
aid but do not actively partlcK 
pate, he termed "war by proxy." 

**ALL OOIOIUXIST conquesU 
hare been made by such wars 

by proxy, without risk for the 
U.auB.E. . and Red China," 
Ghdoni eoirtinned-. "Thme ware 
have been fomented and sup- 
plied from outside," be added. 
He said that Chitfa, North Tlet* 
nam, Laos and Cuba had all 
been taken in this way. 

"Indeed the communist powers 
hmvm found a magic formula for 
Conqnering the world little by 
little," Chnong said. He said 
the communist powers have 
consistently used their foreign 
aid as a weapon. "They avoid 
full-scale war in order to keep 
from starting decisive action 
with the West." 

"While the West has relied on 
costly and complicated weapons 
' : . . the U.S. S R. ind "Rih China' 
have helped conquer .Important 
and vital areas of the world like 
China, North Vietnani and Cuba 
by. using their foreign aid and 
arming their satellites with in- 
expensive and even crnd^ weap- 
ons," Chuong said. 

•♦•THR OOMMTJrtSTS conquer 
a little part of a country, then 
use their foreign aid and the 
conquered country as a bridge- 
head for the next offensive," he 
added. 

He said that American weari" 

ness of foreign aid is suicidal. 
"Of course your program of for- 
eign aid have not always been 
successful." Chuong said, "but 
like any other tool or weapon, 
foreign aid can and miist be im- 
• proved." 

He said tbe United States is 
too prone to give aid to any 
government which claims to be 
anti-communist or which threat- 
ens to seek commnnlst aid. "Tou 
just have to look where you In- 
vest," he added. 

He suggested that the U.S. 
should also Improve the methods 
of administering its foreign aid.

LAST WKDNIikSDAY, the 11- 
nation eoancil disposed of an- 
other African complaint when 
it unanimo; 

promise by Norway, calling tof 
a total ban on the shipment to 
South Africa of any materials 
that could be used in the manv-^ 
factare or maintenance of arms 
or ammunition. The action re- 
inforced an arms embargo en- 



acted against South Africa last 
Augnst as a step toward forc- 
ing an end to lt» metal 4ftmrini- 

ination. 

There was no firm indication 

what action the Africans would 
ask against Portugal, whose pol- 
icy in Its colonies of Angola, 
Mozambique and Portuguese 
Guinea they have criticized. 

THKT HAD talked of an oil 
embargo and even U.N. expul- 
sion when they brought South 
Africii lieftirft the council for the 
30th time since 1962. Since 
they had to settle for much less 
in the Norwegian resolution, 
i«f not expected, to ask for 
"iSWli 4^tie 8t«i« agaiUrt 
Portugal.

D.AU^S — When the fatal 
shots were fired into President 
Kennedy a fortnight ago, report- 
ers on a bus close by gasped 
"Wkat was that?" 

nie grim details quickly un- 
folded. Bnt lwo weekp later the 
gruesome ••why*' atill waa bb- 
answered. 

Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion officers swarmed Dallas 
and other c^ies in a compre- 
hensive Investigation of the at- 
ssssination, and the slsying here 
two days later of Lee Harvey 
Oswald, 24-yearH»ld suspected 
sniper. ^ 

FBI men were silent about 
their work. Cooperating loral 
officers also were quiet. The 
results are to be given the presi- 
dential commission, headed by 
Earl Warren, chief Justice of the 
Unit*^d States. 

The scene of the shooting now 
is banked with flowers, includ- 
ing a wreath placed Thursday hy 
Dr. Otto Bach^ president of the 
West Herlla Hdagf ot> RetfraseB- 
tatives. An Australia tJmt tt«W 
at half mast. 

Police yeftterday re-enacted 
the shooting and a tiny marker 
was placed on the street at the 
spot where the fir^t of three 
shots hit. Texas Gov. John Con- 
nally was straek hw tSm saooad 
bullet and thii fblrd hit Ken- 
nedy. 

Yesterday Connelly left Park- 
land Memorial Hospital where 
he was hospitalized and Presi- 
dent Kennedy died. The gover- 
nor told doctors and employes 
of the hospital he literally 
owed his life to them. He then 
returned to the state^ capital, 
Austin, to resume his duties.

"IN Ol'R AOK of the candle 
changing to the laser ray, the 
horse to the 18,000 m.p.h. 
manned satellite and simple 
gunpowder to the H-homb, it is 
obvious that patterns of living 
mast change also," Nmlth said. 

"Education and research are 
responsible for these changes, 
and they must teach us to 
adapt." 

.\I>AI»T.W!OX, according to 
Nesmith, is the Imagining of 
practical applications for dis- 
coveries, however small they 
may seem, of college professors 
and rescurfherK. 

For example, he used the in- 
crease In the rate of acceleration 
of aircraft. Between 18 SO and 
'.WW-II, maximum speeds at 
which man could travel increased 
at the rate of five m.p.h. per 
year, 

AT THIM K.\TK, it would he 
the year 7,000 before a moon- 
shot could he feasible and al- 
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ready, the U.S. Is prepartns for 

Interplanetary travel. 

Nesmith directs his talks to 
medium-sized towns in tbe Mid- 
west urging people to accept 
sntomatlon and adhere to ednea- 
tion bf'coiise of the intense tanu 
problem found there.

"There are a lot of people 
who agree with what we're do- 
ing, hut they tell us we are go- 
ing about it in the wrong way.

These are the words spoken 
by Miss Prathla Hall, a field 
worker for the itudent Non- 
violence Coordinating Commit- 
tee, in a speech Saturday night 
in the Chapel Avdltorinm about 
the sit-in moTomont for N^ro 
rights.

the Sunday afternoon of Sept. 
15. I was traveling on the New 
Jersey turnpike going west. I 
could see the Statue -ot Liberty 
in the car mirror. 

'Then I heard the radio re- 
port of the Baptist Church bomb- 
ing in Birmingham which killed 
four young Negro girls. I looked 
back at the Statue ot Liberty 
and said, 'Madam, you ought to 
be draped In black, because 
justice Is dead.' 

**Ton go into communities in 
Georgia, Alabama, or Arkansas 
^nd lotf o(^ awjiU . are .asking 
questions about the movement 
because it is getting too close to 
home. If we are to discuss the 
erlais which we now face, we 
einnot talk in terms of a Negro 
problem. It is not Negroes who 
are throwing bombs In Birming- 
ham. 

"IT'S HARD enough to make 
a living on two dollars a day 
from the cotton fields, when you 
know that next year mechanical 
l>ickers will pick tlie cotton and 
that two dollars a day will be 
gone. But It's even harder to 
make a life." 

Miss Hall cited several inci- 
dents of violence and brutality 
toward Xegroes. She said it was 
an unbelievable experience for 
Negroes to r^rister to vote be- 
cause it may mean their Jobs, 
their homes, or even their lives. 

She told of an incident in 
which members of the Alabama 
State Patrol made children run 
across a field of broken glass, 
and when the children sobbingly 
said they could run no farther, 
the men laughed and stuck bat- 
tery-operated i»ttle prodders 



into the sore and bleeding teet 
and made them run farther. 

**I THINK it has been In com- 
munities like these that I have 
known what faith is," said Miss 
Hall. 

Miss Hall asserted that no 
American can plead innocent to 
civil rights abuses because ot 
Ignorance about the issue. She 
said that we must ask ourselves 
what 'is happening to society. 

Mlas Hall Is a college student 
who dropped out of school tem- 
porarily to become an active par- 
ticipant in sit-ins and voter 
registration campaigns. 

Originally from Phlladriphia, 
Miss Hall makes her headquart- 
ers In the South. **In our work 
we find It necessary to plac*' n\tr 
hop0 in something beyond man- 
kind, yet our hope Is In man- 



kind. In our bewildering fear, 
there is hope," said Miss Hall. 

Miss Hall mentioned the ver- 
tical and horizontal integration 
started In Albany, Oa., at the 
library there. She said people 
there have the attitude, "It's all 
right to stand up with Negroes, 
Just don't Bit down!" 

The library, immediately after 
integration, took out all the 
chairs. 

"It's very easy to be a raea 
relations leader In the north he« 
cause you don't have anybody 
shooting at you." said a mem- 
ber of the audience to MIm Halt 
after the speech, 

"In the north you can't find 
the battlefield because no one 
is standing up and saying they 
oppose this or that," said an- 
other person.

Communist subver- 
sion from Cuba.

Problems of civil rights in 
Mississippi, South Africa and 
India were discussed with in- 
tense concern at the Hnman 
Rights Conference last weekend 
in Washington. D.C, according 
to John Bnsenberg, BA 3r. 

BrZENBRRG, and Marlon 
Karr, MLi Sr, represented the K- 
State People-to-People program 
at the conference which was 
sponsored by the United States 
Youth Connell. 

"People in the Northern states 
just don^t realize the gross in- 
justices which are occurring in 
Mississippi," Buzenberg said. 

He related several Incidents 
which conference siipfikfrs had 
encountered while Involved in 
the civil rights straggle in the 
South. 

"ALiLARD Lowensteln, a po- 
litical science professor, and 

author of 'Brutal Mandate.' said 
he saw a Negro placed against a 
wall and shot bjr five policemen. 
Asking why the man was shot, 
the police replied, 'For stealing 
a banana.' " 

Buzenberg said that white 
people from the North who par- 
ticipate in the demonstrations 
have been put in jail on traffic 
charges with hail .at,,^t^6.0J}0. 
"The charges," hi Mid, ''^were 
usually false." 

"THRFK YAliK students, who 
didn't even have a car. wert^ 
routed from their hotel beds and 
taken to Jail In thetr pajamas. 
They were charged with not hav- 
ing their draft cards with them," 
he said. 

Buzenberg said, "People who 
oppose such action eventually 
leave because there isn't any- 
thing they can do. The ones who 
remain see the Negro as outside 
the otvll and moral law. 

"SOITHBBNKKS have grown 
up with the Idea that Negroes 
aren't human and ther BtlU be- 
lieve It," he said. 

Busenberg stated that a great 
deal of iiopp is plart'd in the 
civil rights bill now in the House 
rales committee. "So far the 
Student Non-Violent Coordinat- 
ing Committee has managed to 
keep the demonstrations peace- 
ful. Tf the bill falls to go 
through, there may be a lot of 
bloodshed and Tlolence In the 
South." 



The sttvatton in South Africa 
is reported to be getting worse, 
according to Busenberg. "The 
Negro is getting the same brutal 
treatment there as he is in Mis- 
sissippi. The whites have eu- 
acted laws wfewraby a Nesro,

**8ElfI0B KEY privileges mean tbat senior 
women about to enter tlie non-college world 
womld have the opportunity to regulate their 
own hours to suit their own IndividmU; needs 
and interests." 

This statement wan issued threti years ago in 
K-State's first campaign for a no-cutfew policy 
for senior women and undergraduate women 
over 21. 

THE ATTJEMPT resulted in a compromise 
wliich gave senior women special midnight clos- 
ing huurs on week nights and regular one o'clock 
hours on weekends. This policy of senior hours 
is still in effect 

The senior woM#ii^ key prtTllege, as outlined 
by its advocates In 1961, would provide qualified 
coeds' with keys to their dornvitories or or- 
ganized hoiiscK, with a stipulation that keys be 
checked-in each morning. Keys must be checked 
out before regular underclass closing hours, the 
provisions stated. Key-holders would sign out 
ag they left and sign In wbM they returned. 

AN AW8 UULES convention, scheduled for

this spring semester, offers K-State coeds a 
chance to consider and perhaps try again for 
senior keys. In drawing up another proposal 
for this liberal polioy, if any women, will take 
enough interest to make an attempt, attitudes 
of administration, staff (including housemoth- 
ers), Bororit^" alumnae and men and women stu- 
dents will have to be «Diitttdered. 

Margaret Lahey, associate dean of studeiits, 
<!omment8, "I don't see why senior keys are 
more desirable than special hours now in ef- 
fect. Schools that have senior key privileges, 
such as Kansas University and Colorado Univer- 
sity^ are located closer tto large cities. Thus their 
students mlglitiieed ex^ time for travel to cul- 
tural events during the week.*' 

HOWEVER, Karlene Howell, KU's assistant 
dean of women, says, "The majority of keys 
are used by girls either to stay on cani[nis to 
study later or to take a study break later and 
have a longer period of uninterrupted Btn6y,**

He emphasized that persons be- 
tween ages 13 and 22 are prime 
victims of these social diseases. 

Concerned with the rising fre- 
quency of venereal diseases and 
the high number of unreported 
cases, Baker snggeated that edu- 
catihnal programs can possibly 
eventually solve part of this 
problem.

In a speech to the first an- 
nual Conference on Higher Edu- 
cation in Kansas at Lawrence 
Friday, Bubb said, "Perhaps the 
most effective way to take care 
of the increasing needs of j»ur 
six state institutions would be 
a one-half per cent increase in 
the aafes tax eamarketf for this 
purpose." 

PARTICU'ATINU in the con- 
ference w%r9 student leaders 
from the University of Kansas, 
K-State, Kansas State Teachers 
College of Emporia, Fort Hays 
State College, Kansas State Col- 
lege of Pittsburg and Wichita 
UnlTersity. Also in attendance 
were GoTernor John Anderson 
and the heads the ,alx. atate 
schools'. 

Bubb stated that there was at 
least one public institution in 
Kansas that received more than 
half of its support from fees, 
charges, grants, gifts and other 
sources outside the legislature.
